Will Devote His Time to Fighting be 
Wife Who Killed Editor of Figaro— 
Feud of Women at Bottom of Trage- 
dy Which May Have Far-Reaching

'The French cabinet decided to re- 

tain office in spite of the resignation 

of Joseph Caillaux, minister of 
finance, as a result of the assassina- 


tion by his wife of Gaston Calmette, 
editor of The Figaro. 


JOSEPH CAILLAUX 
“Although Caillaux was considered 
the strongest and most influential | 
ihember of the cabinet his: colleagues 
determined to accept his resignation 
and to reorganize the various port- 
folios. 

The bitterest political strife since 
the conflict growing out of the Drey- 
fus case is predicted for France. 

Government, social and political 
Circles are stirred by the ‘sensational | 
developments fi the bitter réua be- | 
tween Caillaux and the editor, but! 
standing above alb is the fact that 
two women have been the forces be- | 
hind the political warfare. 

The former Mme. Dupre, who mar- 
ried and then was. divorced by Cail- 
laux, had been intimate with Cal- 
mette. She is believed to have fur- | 
nished the editor with letters. pub- 
lished in Figaro which so aroused | 
Mme. Caillaux that she took the edi- 
tor’s life. : 

The published letters were written 
to the present Mme. Caillaux before 
she became the wife of the minister, 
and Mme. Dupre is believed to have 
turned them over to Calmette that 
she might be avenged. 

Cafilaux is the most pitiful figure in | 
all Paris. The press is merciless in | 
its denunciation. The public is ex- 
tremely hostile, and the minister 
barely escaped being mobbed as he | 
came from the St. Lazaire women’s 
prison after visiting his wife. 

“I will devote my days and my nights 
to fighting for my wife,” Caillaux 
said. 

“Dragged into a political fight and | 
helpless to prevent the publication of 
private letters, she shall not suffer 
further humitation so long as I have | 
the strength to fight for her.” 

Caillaux spent a sleepless night at 
the home of a friend, while his tal- 
ented wife occupied a prison cell. 

The night in the cell, with its at- 

tendant harrowing aspects, lack of 
the luxurious surroundings and care 
to which she is accustomed, could not 
dim the striking beauty of Mme. Cail- 
laux> - 
She repeated ‘that she did not in- 
tend to kill Calmette and deeply re- 
gretted her act. She first appealed 
to an attorney in the hope that some 
legal action might be taken to pre- 
vent the publication of letters written 
to her before she became Mme. Cail- 
laux. Informed that nothing could be 
done she then decided to face. Cal- 
mette in his office, 

Mme, Gaillaux went to the office ot 
The Figaro to carry out an act of ven- 
geance against Calmette, . who had 
been waging 4 campaign characterized 
by great bitterness against the min- 
ister of finance. 

Having committed the deed, Mme., 
Caillaux submitted to arrest, and 
was immediately removed to a police 
station, where she underwent a pre- 
liminary. examination.

FIGHT OVER 1 SAVINGS. BANKS 


Measure Looked Upon wy Committee as 
Much Needed Reform Meets Op- 
position—Doyle Keeps Close Tab or 
Municipal. Finance—Heavy Burder | 
on Military Affairs Chairman 


The big. row. that is sweeping 
through tle state ig over the recom- 
mendation uf the state commission on 
economy and efficiency, coupled witb 
the yoverncr’s recommendation, that 
there be a consolidation of all the 
state institutions boards. 

Chairman Cole of the commission, 
who soon leaves it to become the head 
of the “Eocst Boston” committee, has 
done a thorough piece of work in his 
exaniination of the state institutions. 
In his report he commended the vari- 

ous boards of trustees for their in- 
stitution work. Butsthat did not pre- 
vent ‘him from a sharp criticism of the 
system under which he found them 
working and a strong reccmmendation 
that the whole work be placed under 
central authority. 

As the discussion goes on_ it, be- 
comes clear that there is opposition 
of no contemptible character from 
those who have spent many years on 
the state boards and who urge that af- 
ter all they are efficient. 

This has been shown at the hear- 
“ings and in the discussion in commit- 
tees. It doeg not seem now as if the 
scheme can go far in the legislature. 
Savings Bank 3ill 

The savings bank bill is one which 
has gained @ great deal of notoriety, 
because of the fact that ft requires 
savings banks to ‘compute interest 
once a month instead of quarterly, al- 
though it does not affect the payment 
of dividends every six months. The 
measure: hag been steadily fought in 
the senate on the ground that it goes 
against the Gonservation of the sav- 
ings bank laws. But the banks and 
banking committee have backed it 
strongly, and Senator Bellamy, who 
ig chairman of that committee, has 
watched the measure with great care,

“Most banking mien who discuss it 
@re hot over friendly, and yet they 
have made no organized or persistent 
Opposition to it. It is understood, 
however, that Governor Walsh has 
been in consultation with a number of 
people who have urged upon his ex- 
cellency that he should send in & 
veto message upon it. 

Dovie ts Consistent : 

Senator Andrew P. Doyle, who was 
formerly upon the recess committee 
on municipal finance, is to be regard- 
ed as 2 consistent legislator. He. be-- 
lieves that when a man has worked 
out an intricate problem like the one 
of town and city finance it is his duty 
theréafter in the legislature to take 
an active interest in the matters for 
which he was once paid by the state 
to decide. 

And so when a bill came up the 
other. day which amended the laws 
passed upon recommendation of the 
recess committee Doyle promptly op- 
posed it and killed it in the senate. 

The bill permitted towns to borrow 
money to pay final judgments against 
them. There is another bill which 
extends the time for the sale of prop- 
erty for taxes which Doyle is oppos- 
ing, inasmuch as it is ineonsistent 
with the report which the municipal 
finance committee made last year. 

ee Firemen’s. Bill sNiaby 

The committee on mercantile affairs 
has a firemen’s bill that is causing no 
little trouble. It provides that every 
person who fires a furnace shall have 
a license. 

The bill means that if a plumber 
happened to be going by the furnace 
of a corporation and was asked to 
throw on a shovelful of coal he woulda 
have caused the corporation to vio- 
late the law. The bill is strongly 
backed by the labor men. 

Mc@orthy’s Handg Full 

Charlie McCarthy of Marlboro, who 
fg the only Democratic chairman of a 
committee ef the general-court, pre- 
sides over the destinies of military af- 
fairs.
